They write from Naples of the 16th of laft

of divers Officers, to raife Money for further fe- 
curing the Coafts by making new Fortifications.

by whofe abfence the Prince de Monafterole is be- 
come General of the Gallies of Naples, and has 
order'd four of them to be equipp’d with all fpeed, 
to cruize upon the Corfairs of Barbary that infeft 
the Coafts of the Kingdom of Naples. Thefe Let- 
ters add, That a certain Prieft being found in a 
Shop reading a Letter from the Duke de Gaetano, 
and feveral more Letters from that Duke and other 
Partifans of the Houfe of Auftria who have fled 
the Kingdom being upon Search found in his 
Lodgings, the Viceroy committed him to Prifon, 
together with feveral other Perfons who are charg’d 
with holding a Correfpondeece with the Enemies 
of the prefent Goyernment ; and who ’tis fuppos’d 
were detected by thofe Letters,

Rome, May 19. The Pope has pafs'd the greateft 
part of this Week in publick Acts of Devotion, and 
In giving Audience to the Forreign Minifters refiding 
atthis Court. Cardinal Janfon acquainted his Holi- 
nefs other day, with a great deal of Joy, that he 
had juft receiv’d a Letter from the Ambaffador of 
France at Venice, informing him that the Marfhal 
de Villars had fore’d the Paffes of the Black Forreft 
and joyn’d the Duke of Bavaria.

Information of what pafs’'d in thofe Meetings, fent 
a Gentleman to fignifie to the {aid Father Bartolini, 
that there was little Neceffity for his officioufly bufy- 
ing himfelf at Rome to promote a Faction againft 
the Houfe of Auftria, and that therefore it would 
be fafe for him to retire out of it without much 
delay; the Father allarm’d at the Meifage, fet his 
Friends at work to make his Peace with the Am- 
bafador, and in Perfon fubmitted himfelf and made 
Satisfaction to his Excellency, who has thereupon 
forgiven him. The Governour of this City has 
notified to the Roman Barons, that if their Footmen 
continue to commit Diforders in the Night-time, he 
will caufe them to be taken up and publickly cor-. 
rected, even in their Livéries. The Cardinal de 
Bouillon will thortly return from France hither, and 
take up his Refidence in the Palazzo Pamphilio, 
his Eminencies Steward is already arriv’d to give 
Orders for the faid Palace to be fitted up againft 
his coming.
